The Los Angeles Division by teletype has advised that Radio 
Commentator Drew Pearson in his broadcast on the evening of September 29, 
194^ reported that work on the flamingo Hotel was to be stopped on order of John P. 
Small. However, according to the Los Angeles Division, work on this project was 
continuing on the morning of September 30, 1946. 



On October 1, 1946 the Los Angeles Division advised that construction work 
on the Flamingo Hotel Vas continuing on that date.
